Six persons were injured, none of 
them seriously. 

The fighting started at 5 a, m. 
when Sheriff L. A. Doolittle of Lake 
County went to the plant with offi- 
cers armed with tear gas bombs 
and baseball bats, to evict the strik- 
ers, estimated to number about 80, 
The strikers refused to obey the 
court order, issued yesterday, and 
the deputies charged one of the 
factory doorg with a battering ram. 

The strikers, who had nailed the 
door shut, drove the deputies back 
with a barrage of -acid, wrenthes, 
bolts, pulleys and other loose ob- 
jects found in the plant. 

The. strikers were driven to the 
third floor of the building by tear 
gas, but continued to shower the . 
deputies with water and missiles. 

A crowd gathered and watched 
the battlé, which ended when the 
officers ran out of tear gas. 

Sheriff Calls Off His Men. - 

Sheriff Doolittle withdrew his of- 
ficers and later annonuced that 
any further attempt to ejuct the 
strikers had been delayed tempo~- 
rarily, He made the announcement 
this afternoon after conferring by 
telephone with.Gov. Horner at 
Springfield. 

Meanwhile company officers and 
a member of the strikers’ commit- 
itee attendde a conference called by 
Mayor John Dromey. Also present 
were Conciliator Robert Pilking- 
ton of the Labor Department, who 
arrived from Washington at noon, 
and J. A. Cullen and A. L, McIner- 
ney of the Illinois Department of.

Seven United States Marines were 
killed and 13 others were injured, 
some of them seriously, when a 30- 
pound powder charge of a five-inch 
shell exploded yesterday in the 
breech of a starboard gun on the 
demilitarized battleship Wyoming 
during maneuvers at sea. 

The Wyoming was laying down 
a barrage to cover evacuation -by 
a landing party on the beach of 
San Clemente Island when the ex- 


plosion, at 10:40-a. m. sent frag- th 


ments of steel and iron through the 
bodies of the gun crew and against 
bulkheads. 

Parts of Bulkhead Blown Out. 

“The blast blew out parts of the 
bulkhead around the casemate, a 
small gun room projecting from the 
outer skin alongside the hull,” said 
a witness. 

“Tt was a terrible accident,” said 
Capt. C. N. Hinkamp, commander 
of the Wyoming. “The dead are of 
the regular Marine personnel and 
the fleet Marine force brought out 
from Quantico, Va., for the. battle 
problems here” 

This was the second major 
tragedy to strike a United States 
warship in the San Clemente Is 
land drill grounds in seven months 
and the fifth accidental explosion 
aboard a battleship of the Pacific 
battle force in the last year. Army, 
Navy and Marine forces took part 
in the landing exercises. 

Such accidents are usually the re- 
sult of a burning fragment of silk 
from a powder bag, or a powder 
spark, remaining in the gun after 
it is discharged and igniting the 
new bag when it is thrown in. It 
"is the duty of the shellman to look 
down the bore before every round 
and see whether the automatic air 
blast has blown the bore clear.

Edward John Trumble, marine of- 
ficer, killed In thé explosion on the 
battleship Wyoming yesterday, was 
the founder of Nicaragua’s military 
officers’ training school. He or- 
ganized the school at the time the 
United States -withdréw marines 
from Nicaragua. 

Trumble enlisted in the Marine 
Corps in 1920, later entered the 
Naval Academy at Annapolis and 
was graduated in 1925 with honors. 
He served in China for two years. 
He went from there to Central 
America in 1929 and Nicaragua dec- 
orated him with the Medaille de 
Merito for service in skirmishes 
against the insurgent leader San- 
dino. 

In 1933, Trumble was assigned to 
the Judge Advocate General’s of- 
fice in the Navy Department and 
used his spare time to earn a law 
degree at George Washington Uni- 
versity.

Widow of Lawyer Seeks Au- 
thority to Meet Account- 
ant’s $10,000 Fee. 


A petition filed by Mrs. Mae For- 
fstel as administratrix of the estate 
of her husband, Edward W. Foris- 
tel, prominent St. Louis attorney, 
asking authority to pay a fee of 
$10,000 to Walter E. Diggs, an ac- 
countant, was taken under advise- 
ment today by Probate Judge Gien- 
dy B. Arnold. 

She said the amount would be rea- | 
sonable compensation for services 
by Diggs and his associate, Charles 
E. Bennett of Washington, repre- 
— Foristel and later his es- 
tate in deficiency claims made by 
the Government on income and Fed- 
eral estate taxes. 

The income tax claims were pend- 
ing for several years before Foris- 
tel’s death in 1934 and he had em- 
ployed Diggs to represent him in a 
petition filed with the United 
States Board of Tax Appeals for a 
redetermination of assessments. A 
deficiency charge on his estate 
taxes was also filed by the Govern- 
ment. The claims were compro- 
mised last May, Mrs. Foristel pay- 
ing in all $38,217. The amount of 
deficiency agreed on was $35,865, be- 
ing $81,071 less than originally 
claimed. Of this $22,655 was 
charged as a deficiency in the in- 
come class. 

In another petition, which Judge 
Arnold also took under advisement, 
Mrs. Foristel asked the court to 
determine the amount each bene- 
ficiary of a $416,000 life insurance 
trust created by her husband 
should be charged for the estate 
tax. 

Although the trust was not listed 
as part of the estate, the assets of 
which were inventoried at $24,565, 
the Government included it in com- 
puting the Federal estate tax and 
further included property listed as 
of undetermined value and prop- 
erty in which the estate has poten- 
tial claims, it was said by Oscar A. 
Habenicht, attorney for the admin- 
istratrix. By this method the gross 
value of the estate was placed at 
$502,809 but after allowing deduc- 
tions for judgments on claims and 
other legal exemptions the tax was 
computed on a net estate valuation 
of $247,124. 

Habenicht said in view of the 
large number of claims allowed the 
estate is insolvent. However, the 
insurance trust, being no part of the 
estate, is not subject to these 
claims. Mrs. Foristel receives the 
income from the trust during her 
life, with the income eventually go- 
ing to her five children or their 
heirs. Foristel left no will.

CHEVROLET PLANT 


SYMPATHETIC ACTION 
TIES UP BODY UNIT 


No Complaint Against Fish- 
er . Division, However, 
Garst Points Out—Men 
Back at Work — 


Union automobile workers fre- 
turned today to their jobs at the 
St. Louis Chevrolet-Fisher Body 
plant, Union boulevard and Natural 
Bridge avenue, after a “sit-down” 
strike which shut down the assem- 
bly lines yesterday afternoon. 

Delmond Garst, secretary of Lo- 
cal Union 25, United Automobile 
Workers of America, announced the 
men were going back to work with 
the assurance of the Chevrolet man- 
agement that complaints of union 
men who had been beaten and in- 
timidated would be investigated, 
and that union men would be re- 
stored to their jobs in accordance 
with the General Motors strike set- 
tlement. The plant, employing about 
4100 production workers, reopened 
Monday following settlement of the 
strike called by the union Jan. 13. 

Garst called off the _ sit-down 
strike at 4:10 o’clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon following a 90-minute con- 
ference with Phil E. Baugh, man- 
ager of the Chevrolet division. 
Baugh made no statement to the 
press. Garst said he wanted to 
emphasize that there was no com- 
plaint about conditions in the Fish- 
er Body division, where the union 
made its greatest display of 
strength Vincent M. Dirkes is 
manager of the Fisher division. 

Garst’s Statement. 

“I told Baugh that our men were be- 
ing beaten and intimidated by men 
who made their appearance in the 
plant this week in the role of 
guards,” Garst said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “These company 
sluggers carry blackjacks, some 
have revolvers, and their particular 
delight was knocking a union man 
on the head. I also told Baugh 
that our men were being isolated 
and then ‘ganged’ by groups of 
non-union men. 

“John Hager, one of our members, 
suffered severe injuries in a beat- 
ing yesterday morning at the hands 
of three non-union men, who cor- 
nered him on the loading dock, 
where there was no one to help him. 
Another complaint was against the 
hiring of new men while some of 
our members, old employes, are still 
waiting to get their jobs back. 

“Baugh said he did not have com- 
plete reports on what had been 
going on in his division since work 
"as resumed Monday, and expressed 
the opinion that the fights were the 
result of personal grievances among 
the employes. He promised to .re- 
instate union men, to investigate 
thoroughly any disturbances, and I 
understand that signs, formerly dis- 
played in the plant, announcing that 
the aggressor in any fight would be 
discharged are to be posted. We 
are taking Baugh at his word, and 
I have told the men not to hidve 
chips on their shoulders when they 
get back to work. 

“The union is interested in having 
its members make automobiles, and 
it is our understanding that the 
General Motors Corporation is in- 
terested in the same thing. If they 
want to operate, our men must be 
treated fairly.” 

- Garst admitted that union mem- 
bers “had talked of having Baugh 
removed,” but the union secretary 
said no formal demand had been 
made for the transfer of the man- 
ager and he did not intend to make 
such a demand at this time. “We 

purpose to get along with whoever 
runs that plant, and it may as well 
be Baugh,” Garst added. 
Start of \Demonstration. 

Yesterday's sit-down demonstra- 
tion started in the forenoon in the 
Chevrolet parts department, where 
more than half of the 150 employes 
sat down. Agcording to Garst, the 
genera] cause of the initial action 
was the continuing assaults on un- 
ion members and the specific cause 
was the failure of the company to 
take back five union employes of 
the parts department. 

During the 30-minute lunch pe- 
riod workers in the Fisher Body 
division, where the union claims 
more than 90 per cent representa- 
tion among the 2200 employes, de-

A 
union representative took the op- 
portunity to sign up new members 
as the men left the plant. Garst 
announced last night. that more 
than 300 applications for member- 
ship were received. 
Union Meeting Held. 

After leaving.the plant, the men 
assembled at their old strike head- 
quarters in a hall at 3416A Union 
boulevard and heard the terms of 
the settlement from Garst. Their 
leader advised them to wear their 
union buttons and to “carry out our 
part of this agreement for peace.” 
Union buttons were prominently 
displayed when the men went to 
work this morning. 

The local strike was discussed 
yesterday afternoon at the Detroit 
meeting of officers of General Mo- 
tors and the United Automobile 
Workers, who are in conference on 
details of the settlement of the 
general strike, which terminated 
last week, C. E. Wilson, General 
Motors vice-president, expressed 
the opinion at the Detroit meeting 
that the St. Louls strike resulted 
from a misunderstanding on the 
part of union men because the local] 
plant had started to assemble 
trucks and not passenger cars with 
the result that union workmen who 
were not needed yesterday believed 
they were being discriminated 
against. 

Eimer Koob, a union Chevrolet 
worker, reported to St. Louis Coun- 
ty authorities that three bricks were 
thrown through windows of his 
home, 2822 Hanley road, Wellston, 
at 11 o'clock last night by a man 
who drové away in an automobile. 

Six union Chevrolet workers com- 

plained that they had been escorted 
from the plan: by guards and or- 
dered to get off the premises after 
being informed by foremen that 
their services were not needed to- 
day. The men said they resented 
the attitude of the guards. 
Duthiel Boss, a final assembly 
worker in the Chevrolet division, 
reported that he was struck in the 
eye yesterday by . foreman follow- 
ing a fight with another empolye, 
who ordered him to remove his 
union button. Boss is the son of 
Patrolman Theodore A. Boss, a 
member of the police detail on duty 
outside the plant.

‘Government Files Injunction 
Suit in New York Under 
Anti-Trust Law. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. — The 
Government filed an injunction 
suit against the Ethyl Gasoline 
Corporation today, alleging the firm 
and two of its officers had attempt- 
ed to fix gasoline prices in viola- 
tion of the Federal anti-trust laws. 
The suit, filed in Federal District 
Court in New York City, was to 
stop the Ethyl Corporation’s pres- 
ent system of licensing gasoline 
jobbers. Acting Attorney-General | 
Stanley Reed filed the suit. 


His petition contended the gaso- 
line company, Erle C. Webb, presi- 
dent, and J. Coard Taylor, vice- 
president in charge of sales, were 
guilty of “a misuse of patents to 
bring about stabilization of retail 
gasoline prices throughout the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Today’s action, department of- 
ficials said was taken at the re- 
quest of independent jobbers who 
complained they were prevented 
from handling the corporation's 
products. * 

The petition alleged that the cor- 
poration claimed exclusive rights to 
the.sale of tetraethyl lead and to 
its use in gasoline. (Tetraethyl lead. 
is a substance which is mixed in 
minute quantities with gasoline for 
the purpose of increasing the ef- 
ficiency of the fuel. 

The petition charged the corpor- 
ation® was selling its products to 
about 123 gasoline refiners and was 
licensing the refiners to sell gaso- 
line treated with the substance 
through their own outlets as well 
as to jobbers. It further charged 
that the company was placing “an 
illegal restriction” on refiners by 
permitting scale of treated gasoline 
only to jobbers approved and li- 
cenged by the corporation, 

The Government charged that job- 
bef licensees, furthermore, were re- 
quired by force of an elaborate sys- 
tem of investigation to maintain 
major oil company prices. 

“The Government claims,” Reed 
said, “that the defendant corpora- 
tion is not entitled under its. pat- 
ents to designate the jobbers to 
whom refiners may sell their prod- 
ucts, and particularly may not at- 
tempt to control the prices at which 
jobbers resell and distribute the 
gasoline to dealers and consumers.”

Once Intruder Entered Through Floor, Now 
Vaults Are Protected by Heavy Walls, 
Alarms and Guards. | 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—Gréat Brit- 
ain’s reconstructed Bank of En- 
gland—repository of the nation’s 
gold—is being built to last a thou- 
sand years. When completed, ex- 
perts say it will be virtually im- 
pregnable and the strongest build- 
ing in the British Empire. 

The rebuilding and strengthening 
of the bank was begun in 1925. For 


years workmen have toiled deep 
under the ground. Now the upper 
part of the building is nearing com- 
pletion. 

The story is told that a governor 
of the Bank many years ago re- 
ceived a letter .stating that the 
anonymous writer could pass in 
and out of the bank’s gold: vaults 
as he pleased. Officials were skep- 
tical, but when the writer offered 
to keep an appointment in the bul- 
lion room at a certain hour, a depu- 
tation armed with lanterns and 
firearms visited the vaults. 

Punctually at the appointed time, 
the intruder thrust his head 
through the wooden floorboards at 
the feet of the astonished officials. 
explained he had made his way 
to this position through . extensive 
knowledge of the city sewers. The 
floorboards are no longer of wood. 

A 1937 cracksman would find as 
his first obstacle after gaining en- 
trance to the building a wall of 
solid concrete, 50 feet long and 
eight feet thick, between him and 
the treasure in the vaults. 

Beyond this wall—at the end of 
a dark and winding corridor stud- 
ded with foot-traps which set alarm 
bells ringing—are double _ steel 
grilles with two-inch steel bars, 
then other doors of steel, each 
weighing 18 tons. 

Alarms Everywhere. 

These, which open at a light 
touch, give direct access to the 
treasure house. But one step with- 
in the door brings armed detectives 
running to the scene. 

Miles of alarm wires are strung 
through underground passages of 
the bank and armed patrols.are al- 
ways on duty near the bullion 
rooms. 

Invaders of the vaults could be 
trapped and drowned at the touch 
of a button, for thousands of gal- 
lons of water can be poured into 
strong-rooms as a two-fold protec-

Gold Handled Casually. 

In striking contrast to the bank 
defenses is the way the English 
handle their gold in transit. 

Americans are always amazed to 
see boxes of the precious metal 
loaded and unloaded into trucks or 
trains under the eye of a single un- 
armed policeman, while hundreds 
pass along the street without show- 
ing the slightest apparent interest. 

Bank messengers stroll through 
the busiest parts of the city with 
thousands of pounds in their leath- 
er satchels. Occasionally they are 
robbed, but rarely. 


Bar gold. from the continent is 
generally taken by plane to Croy- 
don, casually loaded on a truck, 
driven without special escort to its 
destination. 

The Bank of England has ex- 
clusive custody of the entire bank- 
ing reserve of the country, but 
much of the gold may be stored in 
the vaults of other banks and va- 
rious safe deposits. 

Rough unofficial estimates ‘place 
the amount of gold held in London 
on British and foreign account at 
between £200,000,000 and £250,000,- 
000 ($1,000,000,000 and $1,250,000,- 
000). Latest Bank of England re- 
turn gave its gold holdings at £314,- 
059,960 ($1,570,299,800).

LIKELY, SAYS ROBINSON 


Senator Declares Something 
May Be Accomplished in 
Next Year. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—Senator 


‘Robinson of Arkansas, Democratic 


leader, told the Senate today that 
“there is a strong likelihood that in 
the next year something substantial 
may be accomplished looking to- 
ward a final settlement of the war 
debts.” 

Robinson spoke after . Senator 
Lewis (Dem.), Illinois, proposed in 
a resolution that no reciprocal trade 
treaty be made with any nation 
which repudiates or refuses to pay 
or adjust its debt to the United 
States. He said undischarged and 
unadjusted debts exceeded $12,000,- 
000,000, and “with interest and pre- 
miums, approached $25,000,000,000.” 


his forecast was based on a turn in 
sentiment about the debts’ issue in 
debtor countries. 

“There is a growing public opin- 
ion in some of the debtor coun- 
tries,” he said, “which recognizes 
the unavoidable, absolute necessity, 
for declining to permit themselves 
to be permanently committed to a 
policy of repudiation” 

No Reduction 


Senator Borah (Rep.),. Idaho, 
asked Robinson if a reduction of 
the debts was involved. 

“No. proposal has been submit- 
ted,” Robinson replied. “No plan 
has been formulated. My _ only 
point is that now there is the begin- 
ning of a movement in some of the 
important debtor countries which 
will build up public opinion to work 
out some plan of final settlement. 

“I do not speak for any public 
authority other than myself.” _ 
Borah replied. there undoubtedly 
was a movement abroad to obtain 
reconsideration and readjustment of 
the debts. He added “the whole 
proposition is based on a reduction 
of the present debts.” 

“tT do not think it would be pos- 
sible at this time to forecast what 
may be accomplished,” Robinson 
said. “I would not say I would be 
unwilling to agree to any reduction. 
Nor would I say it was, essential 
to advance a proposal for a reduc- 
tion.” a 

He noted again, however, that 
there was a growing recognition of 
the debts abroad and a desire to 
“sustain national honor by declining 
to repudiate.” 

“No doubt some countries,” Borah 
interjected, “would like to sustain 
their national honor. But I have 
yet to see any statenient by any of- 
ficial indicating payment of the 
debt as it now stands.”

His Record as Watchdog of City Treasury and 
as Lone Republican to Survive Series 
of Democratic Victories. 


Gone are the days when even 
Comptroller Louis Nolte’s shining 
20-year record would insure his re- 
election, on the Republican. city 
ticket. 

But Nolte is all set for a stay-in 


fight at City Hall, and seems con- 
fident that he will begin a sixth 
4-year term after the election of 
April 6. His renomination in the 
Republican primary March 12 will 
be, as in the past, a pushover, éx- 
cept that there probably will be 
no opponent for-him to push: over.

Nolte’s name, in April, will be 
second from the top on a much 
shorter ballot, where it ‘will be 
clearly in view of his North’ 5t.

6. K. ORIONIKIDZE DIES: 
‘HIGH SOVIET OFFICIAL 


Commissar for. Heavy Industry, 
Close Associate of. Séalin, 
Succumbs to Heart Disease. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Feb. 19.—A_ Govern- 
ment communique today announced 
the death of Gregory K. Orjoni- 
kidze, Commissar for heavy indus- 
try and one of, the most influential 
leaders of the Soviet Government. 
The statement said death was due 
to paralysis of the heart and oc- 
curred at 5:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon in: the Commissar’s fiat 
at the Kremlin. 

Orjonikidze, 51 years old, was a 
member of the powerful political 
bureau of the Central Committee of 
the Communist party.’ 


Orjonikidze was born in 1886 and 


joined the Bolshevik party when 17 
years old. He was a student of 
21 when he was first arrested and 
exiled to Siberia. He managed to 
escape to Baku, and from there 
made his way to Paris by way of 
Persia. | 

In 1912 he returned to Russia, 
was again arrested and thrown 
into prison, where ‘he remained 
three years. In 1915 he was exiled 
to the Yakutsk region, in desolate 
Northeastern Siberia, where the 
Russian revolution found him two 
years later. 

He returned to Europe and be- 
came a special Commissar for 
Ukraine, South’ Russia, and ‘the 
Caucasus late in 1917. He took a 
leading part in the Bolshevik re- 
sistance to the White armies in 
the south and became president of 
the Caticasus revolutionary com- 
mittee. 

Since firm establishment of the 
present Soviet Government Orjoni- 
kidze’s rise to power and prestige 
had been steady if not spectacular. 
He was one of the leaders closest 
to Joseph Stalin and for the last 
10 years had been in the forefront 
of Russia's gigantic effort at eco- 
nomic regeneration. Such vital 
movements as the five-year. plans 
and the Stakhanovite movement 
largely were the product of his 
brain and energies... 

Close observers of Russian de- 
‘velopments considered Orjonikidze 
among the four or five most pow- 
erful.men in the Soviet Union, one 
sure of serious consideration for 
‘supreme leadership in the Govern- 
ment and Communist. party should 
the present leader, Joseph. Stalin, 
have been removed.

“T'm told Whistler worked with 
us less than a year and was fired 
for irregular attendance at his job,” 
says R. R. Lukens, inspector in 
charge of the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey in this district. 

Whistler’s one known contribu- 
tion to the Survey’s publications is 
entitled, “View of the Eastern Ex- 
tremity of Anacapa Island from 
the Southward.” It was executed 
as an etching fror a surveyor’s 
sketch and later engraved on steel. 
Whistler never saw Anacapa. 

_ On leaving the Government serv- 
ice, he went to Paris and started 


the career of painting and etching 
which was to make him famous, 


He previously had quit West Point 
because of the same restless urge.

Military System Criticised. 

Waste and extravagance in the 
Army is not just a matter of 
money, he added: today*at Hotel 
Jefferson. Under our military sys 
tem we spend days without end 
training recruits to do everything 
but what they are expected to do 
in time of war. The policy is due 
to the old Army fetish, he said, that 
aman must be a “trained soldier” 
before he can bear arms, 

“In the early days in France I 
had a picked regiment-under my 
command in which there was not 
a single recruit,” said Gen. Ha- 
good. “The- non-commissioned offi- 
cers, the lieutenants, had been pro- 
moted from the ranks, and every 
private was a regular. To my 
amazement, I found.that dozens of 
them had never marched a mile 
with a pack. Other men were sent 
who had never fired a shot, and I 
wouldn’t have been surprised to 
learn that some of them had never 
even heard one fired. They had 
been learning to be soldiers. 

Bakers and Truck Drivers. 

“Why all the military training of 
bakers and truck drivers? There 
are thousands of bakers and truck 
drivers who can bake bread and 
drive trucks without learning the 
job at the expense of the Govern- 
ment. They can be called into ser- 
vice if this country is invaded by a 
foreign foe. Otherwise we don't 
need them and there is no reason to 
maintain them. 

“What I say is true, however, 
only if my view is adopted that 
there must never be a foreign war. 
There is no reason why the United 
States cannot put the idea into prac- 
tical operation. What is there with- 
in the range of human events that 
would warrant the United States 
becoming a party to such a calam- 


answer, unfortunately, is 
that we still want to play the bad 
man in the western town. As I set 
forth in my recently published 
book, ‘We Can Defend America,’ 
it seems that we cannot love Amer- 
ica without hating someone else. 

“I point out that we cannot 
‘stand hitched’ when we hear that 
someone is persecuting Jews in Eu- 
rope or Christians in Asia. We hate 
kings and foreign princes, but we 
make pets of them when they visit 
this country. We like to seé for- 
eign officials and customs ridiculed 
on the stage; we applaud when 
Americans abroad force themselves 
where they are unwanted.. No man 
js safe in America with a.monocle 
or an English accent. 

“We should abandon the idea of 
an expeditionary force. If we are 
sufficiently, strong in defense, we 
will not be attacked, and if we 
are we can hold them off. If that 
fails, our defensive army will take 
care of situations as they arise.” 

Proper training of troops,  dis- 
carding timeworn and inefficient 
methods, further development of 
the National Guard, R. O. T. C. and 
other military organizations, will 
provide adequate tools for défense 
without increasing the standing 
army or the cost of military prepa- 
ration, Gen. Hagood believes.

CHICAGO, Feb. 19.—The board 
of governors of the American Bar 
Association has voted to poll its 


membership of 29,000 lawyers on 

President Roosevelt’s proposals to 
reorganize the Suptfeme Court. 

The board said in a statement: 
“These several proposals present 
major questions of policy which are 
of immediate, practical consequence 
to the public as well as to members 
of the profession of law.” 

Cognizance of “many resolutions” 
adopted by local bar associations 
was taken by the board, the state- 
ment said, in deciding to ask for a 
vote. 

“In the opinion of the board of 
governors, the public interest will 
be served by full public discussion 
of the arguments for and against 
each such proposal in a non-parti- 
san spirit,” the statement contin- 
ued, “and by a full expression of 
the views of the public as to the 
fyarious proposals .. .” 

Members of State and loca] bar 
associations were urged to co-oper- 
ate in the development of public 
opinion on the questions. 

Six Questions on Ballot. 

Six major proposals affecting the 
Federal courts will be included in 
the ballot, the board announced, 
each to be voted on according to 
its merits. These questions, in 
brief, were: ; 

1. Should Congress enact the 
bill empowering the President to 
appoint additional judges to the 
Supreme Court or other Fed 
Courts? i 

2. Should Congress enact the pill 
empowering the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court to assign cir- 
cuit and district judges to duties 
outside their circuits or districts? 

3. Should Congress authorize the 
Supreme Court to appoint an ad- 
ministrative assistant, one of 
whose duties would be watching 
and reporting court calendars? 

4. Should Congress enact a bill 
requiring the court to give notice 
to the Attorney-General of the 
pendency of any action in which 
the constitutionality of Federal 
law is drawn in question on sub- 

stantial grounds, and giving the 
Attorney-General the right to take 
part in such suit with the rights of 
& party? 

5. Should Congress enact the 
bill authorizing the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to appeal] directly to the Su- 
preme Court in any suit in which 
any decision of a Federal Court is 
against the constitutionality of a 
Federal statute, and giving appeals 
80 taken precedence over other 
pending cases? 

6. Should Congress enact sub- 
stantially the Sumners bill, grant- 
ing Supreme Court justices the 
same rights and privileges with re- 
gard to retiring, instead of resign- 
ing, as are granted to judges other 
than justices of the Supreme Court, 
and authorizing the President to 
eppoint a successor to any such 
Justice upon retiring?

ACK in the very early 90’s, now 

and then referred to as “the 

rare old, fair old, golden days of 
the theater,”. when we were a boy 
and the Charles Hoyt farces were 
the funniest entertainments on the 
stage, there were, of course, stars 
and leading men, leading women, 
juveniles, comics AND soubrettes. 
The soubrette played the pert little 
parior maid parts in all of the Hoyt 
pieces. If she said “Oo, la la” and 
flipped her short skirts she was 
known technically asa “rough 
soubrette” for saying “Oo, la la” 
was pretty daring up to about 1900, 
Olga Nethersole sorter made “Oo, 
la la” tame in that latter year by 
her carryings on as Fanny Le Grand 
in Clyde Fitch's “Sappho.” 

Well Charley Hoyt and his love- 
ly wife, Caroline Miskell, a “re- 
fined” soubrette before she became 
a star, have been dead and gone 
these many years. The Hoyt farces 
are not even names to this present 
generation of moviegoers and the 
soubrette, as a theatrical classifica- 
tion, is no more. She has become, 
when playing “the little sister’ or 
“the girl next door,” and “ingenue.” 
When she tries to be funny—occa- 
sionally she is—she is a “come- 
dienne.” 


The film’s latest comedienne is 
Martha Raye, but, like Patsy Kelly, 
also of the movies, she is, at heart, 
a genuine rough soubrette of the 
old Hoyt school. A very pretty girl, 
when her face is in repose, she 
knows how to twist her mouth 
around, screw up her eyes and do 
other things like that—“mugging,” 
old troupers call it—in a manner 
that is always good for a laugh. She 
knows how to do funny falis—which 
the stage also has a name for— 
and her hands are as expressive as 
those of Tilly Losch or ZaSu Pitts. 
In addition she can sing and dance, 

Martha Raye comes by her vaude- 
ville hokum naturally enough for 
she was born, really, in the dress- 
ing room of a vaudeville theater in 
Butte, Mont.

He 
knew positively that when summer 
ended and the troupers went on the 
road again they would come around 
and redeem their traveling compan- 
ion. The day came when vaudeville 
died ‘and the show business was 
dealt a body blow by the movies. 
That winter found our pawnbrok- 
ing friend in pawn himself with a 
whole warehouse full of Taylor 
trunks on his hands. Never got rid 
of them, we understand. 
But to get back to Martha Raye. 
When she was 6 months old her 


father “carried her on” in the act.. 


She opened her mouth to cry, 
stopped in amazement on seeing 
the footlights, blinked her eyes and 
the audience laughed. That was 
when Martha began mugging. She 
has been doing it ever since. 


When she was 3 she became a 
regular feature in the act, doing 
imitations of Ethel Barrymore, Mrs. 
Fiske and Elsie Janis. But mostly 
she made faces. Nature had en- 
dowed her with a generous mouth, 
something on the order of Joe E. 
Brown's, only more so, if you get 
what we mean.

Of How Injury 
Affects Brain 


By Dr. M: G. Seelig | 


NE. of the most gratifying ex- 
periences that fill my life as a 


severity, at least two consequences 
will follow—the can will be dented 
and its contents will be shaken up. 
When the skull is subjected to a 
similar blow, it also will be dented 


Strike the can a more severe 
blow and there will result a more 
severe shakeup of its contents plus 
an actual break in its walls. Simi- 


will be more atirred up and its wall 
fractured. Under such circum- 
stances, the fractured bone may 
dent inward and press upon the 
brain. 

Finally, a blow of greater violence 
striking the can of squash will act 
as an explosive force and blow up 
the can and its contents. A blow 
of similar violence will act with 
similar explosive force on the skull 
and its enclosed brain. 

There must always be borne in 
mind the fundamental fact that the 
can and the squash are inanimate, 
in contrast with the skill and the 
brain which’are animate and which 
are kept alive by the blood that is 
supplied to them. When the injury 
to the skull is of sufficient vio- 
lence, it ruptures blood vessels, 
causing a hemorrhage which is 
doubly serious because the escaped 
blood compresses the brain. 

What has been described above 
as the shake-up of the brain that 
follows a moderate blow would 
have been better called a commo- 
tion of the brain. If this commo- 
tion is severe enough it constitutes 
what is commonly referred to by 
both surgeon and layman as con- 
cussion of the brain. The more vi- 
olent injuries—those which frac- 
ture the skull, press the fragments 
inward on the brain, and which 
cause hemorrhage that in its turn 
also presses on the brain—create a 
very. serious situation which is 
known as brain compression. 

Monday we shall outline what 
happens to a patient whose brain 
is subjected to concussion or te 
compression.
